"Send Research Data" can't be 
selected until you catch your first 
Pokemon.

"Development Lab" and "Play 
Coins" can't be selected until you 
catch your first Pokemon. 



Save Data 


There is only one saved-game file. Data is 
saved automatically to the SD Card when 
you return to the research lab. 

# Data can be lost due to user action, 
such as repeatedly powering off and 
on the system or removing the Game 
Card or SD Card while saving. Data 
loss may also be caused by poor 
connectivity, due to dirt or dust in the 
system's ports. Please be aware that in 
these cases data cannot be restored. 

























How to Search 
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How to Search 


To start, select an extension and then 
look for Dream Clouds in the surrounding 
area. In the beginning, the only option is 
the Basic Extension, but as you collect 
Dream Orbs, a variety of extensions will 
become available. Changing extensions 
makes it easier to find certain Pokemon or 
items. 



When an extension is chosen, the Dream 
Clouds around you will be displayed on 
the top screen. (Some extensions need 
Dream Orbs to be used.) 



Hold the Nintendo 3DS system in front of 
you as you play, and move it around to 
search your surroundings for Dream 
Clouds. 



O Dream Orbs 
© Crosshairs 
© Dream Clouds 

Aim the crosshairs at the Dream Cloud, 
and fire the Beam by pressing ®. When 
you hit a Dream Cloud, Dream Orbs will 
appear. Hit them with the Beam to collect 
them. Dream Orbs can be used to 
upgrade your Beam or to get items that 
will help you during your searches. 

• Dream Clouds 

It takes time for Dream Clouds to appear. 
If you'd like to find a lot of Dream Clouds, 
wait about an hour before playing again. 
You can also increase the number of 
Dream Clouds by selecting "Play Coins" 
on the main menu. 

Play Coins can be used up to 
three times in one day. 


When playing this game, you may have 
to move the Nintendo 3DS system 
around. Make sure you have enough 
room before playing, and hold the 
system firmly with both hands while 
playing. Do not move the system with 
excessive force, as this could cause 
injuries, damage to the product, or 
damage to nearby objects. 


If Dream Clouds and Dream Orbs 
are moving quickly, please rest the 
Nintendo 3DS system on a 
horizontal flat surface for 10 
seconds or more to return them to 
normal. 









Catching Pokemon 


How to Catch Pokemon 


Pokemon will sometimes hide in Dream 
Clouds that shine yellow. Use the Beam 
on these Pokemon to catch them. 



O Meter 
© Time Limit 

© Pokemon (Ball of Light) 

The meter at the upper left of the top 
screen fills up as you hit the ball of light 
that appears from the Dream Cloud with 
the Beam. If the meter fills completely 
before you reach the time limit, that 
Pokemon is caught. (You might 
sometimes get an item in place of a 
Pokemon.) 



O Support Items (Number) 
© Current Dream Orb Count 


Support items are items that help you 
capture Pokemon. Use them by tapping 
the Touch Screen on the icon of the one 
you want to use. You can get support 
items by trading Dream Orbs for them in 
the Development Lab. 

Caught Pokemon and found items can be 
sent to Pokemon™ Black Version 2 or 
Pokemon™ White Version 2 (each sold 
separately) by selecting "Send Research 
Data" on the title screen. 

Up to six stacks of items (each 
stack holding up to 10 items) and 
six Pokemon can be sent at one 
time. 

If a captured Pokemon or item 
exceeds the box limit, you have 
the option to swap the new 
Pokemon/rtem with an old one. If 
you want to keep all the old 
Pokemon/items, press ® when 
you are asked to swap and you 
will release the newly captured 
one.

Send Research Data 


If you have a Pokemon Black Version 2 
or Pokemon White Version 2 
Nintendo DS Game Card, you can send 
caught Pokemon and found items to 
these games. 

You need to have created save 
data in Pokemon Black Version 2 
or Pokemon White Version 2 to be 
able to send Pokemon or items. 
To receive Pokemon or items in 
Pokemon Black Version 2 or 
Pokemon White Version 2. you 
need to have received the 
Pokedex. 

Pokemon and items can be sent to 
any language versions of 
Pokemon Black Version 2 and 
Pokemon White Version 2. 

# What You Need: 

1. A Nintendo 3DS system with 
Pokemon Dream Radar installed 

2. A copy of the Pokemon Black Version 
2 or Pokemon White Version 2 game 


Insert the Pokemon Black Version 2 or 
Pokemon White Version 2 Game Card 
into the Nintendo 3DS system, and then 
start Pokemon Dream Radar. Choose 
"Send Research Data" on the title screen. 


Send Rmarcti Data 


Pokemon and items obtained up until this 
point can be sent to Pokemon Black 
Version 2 or Pokemon White Version 2. 
Follow the directions on the screen. 


Receive Pokemon and items in 
Pokemon Black Version 2 or Pokemon 
White Version 2 


The Pokemon and items that were sent 
can be received in Pokemon Black 
Version 2 or Pokemon White Version 2 
by selecting "UNOVA LINK" and using 
"NINTENDO 3DS LINK." 


Follow the directions on the screen. The 
Pokemon and items will be put in the PC 
Box or Bag automatically. 


You must have six or more open 
spaces in your PC Box to receive 
the Pokemon.
